They also all have four fingers on each hand, except for Cookie Monster, who has five fingers on each 
hand and ten in total. Most people are right-handed: only around 10 percent of the population is thought to be left-handed. That’s 
why it shouldn’t be surprising that most of the puppets on Sesame Street are also right-handed, with the exceptions being Cookie 
Monster and Ernie, who are both lefties. The performers who control the characters use their left hands as the puppet’s dominant 
hand and use their right hands to move the mouths. You can also call Cookie Monster by what he thinks is his first name, Sid.
